From 28 July through 5 August, . concreting work was done by Bauunion Spree 
on the taxiway s and the runway of the field. Three concrete mixing machines 
were in operation. No construction work on aircraft revetments, hangars or 
quartering facilities was observed. A small detail of Soviet Air Force 
was stationed at the field, which was surrpunded partly by a board fence and 
partly by a barbed -wire fence. The former air force settlement outside the 
field, which was surrpunded by a two-meter board fence. was unoccupied but 
guarded by three civilians. '■
